Tho London Bovemment repudi- 
ated the action In order not to of- 
fend Berlin, Great blttemeu flamed 
between the mother country ond the 
Bpanked dominion, occordlns to Aua- 
sles now In New York. At tho exact 
.moment that the British colonial 
minister waa dlacuaring peaceful 
negoUatlona wlUi Bismarck, ho was 
handed a cablegram atatlnk that 
Uie Oarmaa forces had mode a sur- 
prise advance on tho Island. Perliapa 
Tojo got his Up on Pearl harbor 
methods from this episode. 

The flrat aoldlcr from "down un- 

tr" to faU In World war I woa 
killed when volunteers drove out the 
kaloer'a garrison. The Boehea fled 
Into tho troptcol underbrush and 
allot It out with the Australians. 
One ol-the tricks used by the re- 
treating Teutons was to leove na- 
Uve ahorpahooters In tree lops, who 
pftked off the Infantrymen as they 
deployed, TWs -IdenUcal ruse woa 
duplicated by the Nipponese tn tho 
Mahiyan Jungles. ApporenUy Tokyo 
lacUclons atudy Fruulan hUlory 
books. 

EVE— Hltler'B much ballyhooed 
recall of hla "black aheep" generaU. 
Is regarded aa a fake by membcra 
of allied missions In New York. They 
do not believe Uiat the commandcra 
ever were dlsmla.icd. Tho stunt was 
Intended for foreign consumpUon in 
order" to .dupe the United NaUons 
Inlo believing Germany was "«-aah- 
od up" ond . hence relaxing their 
ott-n all-out cfforta. Also the anU- 
Comlntem a looses have always 
flared up whepever the Soviets 
seemed to be winning decisively. 

It this theory U corrccl, ott-amoi- 
Ing angle Is that Uib fuehrer an- 
nounced to his own people Uiat he 
hod fired the brass hats. He must 
have felt ntrong enough to tell them 
the Ho wlUi o strolflht foce, A"pr(»f 
Uiat the Nazi reglmo Is far from 
crocking on the home front. 

British IntclllBenco reporla, which 
have Just arrived In UiLi city, thow 
Uiat Ocrmnn production reached nn 
unprecedented peak in Februarj-. 
Foreign laborers, cxcl'iulve of war 
prisoners, Incrco.icd to more Ihnn 
two minion five hundred thousand: 
One million were Poles, three hun- 
dred thousand Ilnllans, on^ hun- 
dred and twenty-five thoitiand Bel- 
gians and the rest from 'Ocntrol 
Europe and the Bo Ikons. RecrulUng 
has not been aallsfhctory among Uic 
RiLMlons but captive r^ldlers have 
been put to work on famis ond tn 
cool mines, thus releasing tollers 



within the txpanded relch for tho 
munlUons facioriea. These two facta 
on propaganda and producUon mean 
the Rxls Is far from weak on tho 
eve of the spring offensive. 

BOAST— 'The petroleum Induatry 
haa Juat reported thai It lound near- 
ly two bllUoa barrels of new oil laat 
year but, like so many Itetus of joOd 
news these dayi. the value la temp- 
ered by Unexpected cmerjonclea. 
Laat Bummer'a threatened ahortage 
of sasoltne which hung over tha 
Atlantic seabpard had been ellml- 
nated. Then came the German tub- 
marine ralda which have caused the 
worst liquid fuel famine of all Ume 
In the eastern atatei. Over 30 tank- 
era have bem aent to the bottom. 

In January— Uie latest complole- 
olilclal Ilguree— stocks ol crude here 
declined over eleven million bar- 
rels, three times the normal con- 
aumpUon for the month. Rail trans- 
■portoUon waa stepped up to offset 
ocean loeaea but lUU wo ore using 
three hundred thousand barrels a 
day more than we are receiving. Re- 
cenUy the worldl longest welded 
pipeline wu opened from the Gulf 
to North Carolina to handle refined 
producU especially for airports and 
army camps. But at lop capacity It 
wU supply only the equivalent ot 
ten tankers. 

If tho deatrucUon rate.of tho last 
live .weeks conUnuea wa pholl bo 
dangerously handicapped deaplle Uie 
new vessels sliding down the ways 
We are Inclined to boast about per- 
centage, comparisons and blueprints. 
Actually during' the lost couple of 
weeka more boats were torpedoed 
than launched. BoiUenecks In un- ' 
delivered englnea and fllUnsa find 
many new hulLi unready lor the eeo. 
Scheduled steel oLk) failed to orrli-e 
at the yards and work etoppagu 
w-osled mllUona of man hours. 

FLARE— Lower ManlialUn'lslond 
hos Just had Itn first eerie experience 
V.IU1 o complete blackout which 
lasted 30 minutes." A twin ribbon of 
bulba sparkled along the world's 
Hlyle ccntet on Fifth' avenue and 
ended Abruptly In tho tnboocd tone. 
In tho east side slums refugees 
from many a blltzkrlegcd European 
city had memories of the terrible 
post ond Chinatown experienced 
something which Chungking endures 
every doy. ^ 

Gay Oreenwloh Village tavern pa- 
trons atocked up wlUi enough em- 
ergency drinks to last Uiem through 
the .gloomy period. Although Uie 
moon spoiled some ot tho realism In 
open sections, the downlcwn oky- 
ncrapers cut off all Illumination ond 
tho sidewalks were so like pilch that 
raid' wardens had to hum tunes or 
speak to Tteip trom bumping Into 
one onother. The only light In Wall 
street woa Uio faint fubterronean 
glow from Uie subway tn front of 
Uie J. P. Morgan bank- the exact 
spot where the city's worat bomb ex- 
plosion, the famous anarchist plot, 
took place a few yeara o£o. 

"HosUlc" aircraft droned overheod 
unUl searchlights "caushl"' them.

'totally unlike the 
embroidered fig- 
ures throuffh 
which India has 
hUlierio felt the 
grip ot London. 

Sir Stafford 
Crlppe Is o Blight, 
lean, ngllc. piij-- 
InR man. tike a 
llUie tennis play- 
er. Though enter- 
ing hLi flttlcB, hla 
yeiirs ore Just .be- 
ginning to setUe 
down on youth. 
He reminds mo mc 
klna Uian onyone else I have 
seen. Quick, confident, good humor- 
ed, but with no "side," ho has con- 
tempt lor otulfed shirts. Playing a 
cngey game, he la neverUielcss al- 
ways on the Aggrcailve. 

After seelns Crlppa In action, ont 
con understand why he Is Ufe most 
prosperous barrister In England even 
though 'a lelt winger and rather 
mocking of the Intcreals ha defends 
professionally. Now he la Uirusl Into 
o slraleglo spot In British fmpire 
history. Instead of being overwhelm- 
ed, ho is approaching It with all the 
verye of— say. a Hopkins. In earlier 
relief days, undertaking to sptad 
blltlona overnight. 

ImaglruUon. audacity, fast foot- 
u-ork and a rapier mind make Crippa 
aomethlng new and refreshing in 
Britlflh offolra. Perhaps he is a por- 
tent ot tlie new phase to come, 
when practical realism and adjust- 
ment to changing tlmea will replace 
Ringing . to hollow tradlUons loft 
over from days gone forever. 

Indian leaders, themselves men ol 
Ihe new d^. undoubtedly feel this 
In Crippa. TWs fact may b* one ot 
the circumstances Uiat will save 
India, and bring It Into the war as 
a real allied partner— Instead of re- 
maining a 'sullen pawn, dangling 
close to eager Jap hands. 
. SuffgesUve ot Crlpps' bearing In 
itUs difficult task waa his answer 
to an Indian reporter, who asked 
why Amery. British minister for In- 
dia, did not cctne alccig. Indiana are 
bitter toward Amery, and Uia ques- 
Uon na a touchy one. Cripps. with- 
out batUng «n eye. replied with per- 
fecUy stralfbt face: "Of course you 
know there la a aerious shortaga of 
t&anpo'wer In England." This btought 
a roar of laughter. Undoubtedly, 
some Indiana appeared at Cripps' 
press confefenca prepared to heckle 
him. but he auarcly fenced them 
off, - 

Oaa looi-wlnded Question vat put 
down Crlppa with the tamark, 
"You are « bom Uwrer and should 
hare been one." Acaln. replying to 



a trick question, Crippa said: "Now, 
really. I om very tired, and you 
ought not to toke advantage of me 
thnt woy when I am Ured." 

WlUioiit revealing the exact noluro 
of Uie DrlUsli propoanl, Orlppa mode 
clear he was not here to negollato 
hut to try to convince all Indlon 
group.1 that the war cabinet's plan Is 
the best tor India that con be de- 
viled; ond that he la not authorised 
to alter It except In minor adjust- 
ments. Ho also said he miut leave In 
two weeks. \ 

Cripprt obviously Is trying to head 
off prolonged argument and con- 
fining himself to a selling job. He 
Is banking on the fact that ho Is 
known throughout India as a friend 
of greater self-rule, • 
. During preiis remarks, cripps 
tolked of the "mechanical and per- 
sonnel" odjuslmenta Uiftt wouk^havfc 
to be mode when "one Boverhment 
war. urWng over Ircxn onoUier," 

Also he anid he was conscious of 
two dangers that must be avoided: 
One, ollowlng mInorlUes to get Into 
n poslUon Where they could obstnict 
ovcryUilng; second, allowing tho 
majority lo get Inlo a posillon where 
It could override minorities ruth- 
lessly. He la trying to work wlUrifl 
Uiose two extremes. 

Thus tJils slight tlHure, appearing 
rather like a dapper college pro- 
fes.ior. carries contldcnUy on hla 
shouldcra the while man's burden, 
looklns shrewdly for a safe place to 
set It dcrwn so that all con share the 
load.
